REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art searched 
and found has not taught the combination of limitations in the independent claims. Specifically, 
when taken in combination the other limitations in the claims, have not taught "executing a first 
pop back instruction using a first double compare and swap (DCAS) operation to remove the 
first data item from the circular array, place a null value in the first location, and change the back 
counter to index the first location; executing a first pop front instruction using a second DCAS 
operation to remove the third data item from the circular array, place the null value in the third 
location of the circular array, and change the front counter to index the third location; and 
executing a second pop front instruction without reading the back counter after executing the 
first pop back executing action and the first pop front instruction."
